to the United Mine Workers, Lewis’ union, and 
Jack Jones, Welsh miner and novelist. 
These 
two were the first visiting British Laboriles to 
confer with Lewis—a fact he p ointedly called 
to their attention. 
He told them he considered it a p ersonal 
affront that Sir Waller Citrine, British Labor 
p art.v leader, had not called on him when he 
was in the U. S. last sp ring. 
Citrine conferred 
with other CIO and AFL chiefs, but was ad­ 
vised not to see Lewis because John might 
interp ret 
it as 
an effort 
to 
“p rop agandize” 
him. 
(Insiders believe that one of the chief rea­ 
sons behind Lewis’ venonmous haired of Roose­ 
velt is the fact that Lewis and his wife were 
never invited to dinner at the White House.) 
Lewis was very cordial to both Britishers. 
He recited at length his grievances against the 
“ British P:m])ire,” but sonorously declared that 
he was op p osed to Fascism and did n<-t favor 
a Nazi victory.
